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Deak FRIENDS OF WESTERN CHINA, 


You may have wondered why my ‘ Bulletin ’’ 
letters contain so little reference to the War. It 
is not that we are unconcerned, for the subject is 
scarcely ever out of our thoughts and prayers. Nor 
is it that our work will not ultimately be affected 
by a Japanese or Chinese victory, or by a prolon- 
gation of the struggle. But I cannot usefully add 
very much to the speculations of home newspapers 
as to the issue. Our duty 1 is clear enough, viz., to 
work ‘‘ while it is day ’’; to seize, as far as the 
deaths of our staff permits, the special oppor- 
tunities of the hour; and so to live in touch with — 
Ggod as to be ready for whatever the future may 
hold. But we are not seriously affected as vet. 
An aeroplane buzzed over our heads during family 
prayers this morning—the voung churchwarden at 
Chiihsien missed the last meeting of the Vestry 
because he is in hiding for fear of being seized by 
the ‘‘ press-gang ’’ and enrolled in the army—a 
very few of. our Christians have relations at the 
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front—business is very slack and we therefore 
sometimes have difficulties in securing ready money 
—hbrigandage is on the increase, partly because a 
proportion of regular troops” have been drafted to 
the war areas—prices are rising, especially for im- 
ported goods such as paraffin, and it may become 
impossible to buy tea and other ‘‘stores ’’—the 
number of refugees (mostly educated people with 
a certain amount of money) from other provinces — 
is increasing, and they may overflow to places 

other than Wanhsien and Chungking if Hankow 
falls. But as yet no one is suffering physically, 
and no part of our work is being hindered by war 
conditions. So you will understand why we feel 
so strongly that there should be no difficulty about 
workers returning from furlough or new recruits 
coming to this diocese, and I rejoice to hear that 
at. least three men—the Rev. T. Maxwell Orr, 
formerly curate of Lisburn Cathedral, Dr. F. C. 
Maddox, and Dr. A. J.° Broomhall—may be on 
their way to us when you read this letter. 

Our workers on furlough just now include Miss 
Carpenter, Miss Scarlett, Dr. Max Gray, Miss 
- Warin, the Rev. and Mrs. F. A. Skinner, the Rev. 
and Mrs. W. H. C. Simmonds, the Rev. Desmond 
Guinness, Mr. and Mrs. Derbyshire and Miss 
Lucas. I very much hope you will meet some of 
them, and glean information which the ‘‘Bulletin’”’ 
cannot be expected to convey. Miss Carpenter and 
Miss Scarlett should be returning this autumn, as 
well as Mrs. Robinson, who has been waiting ‘for 
a whole year at Vancouver. — 

This letter would be far too long if I took up the 
thread where the July ‘ Bulletin ” ended, and 
described all our journeyings. My wife joined me 
at Tahsien on May 3rd, and we reached Chiihsien | 
on June 8th. I had been away just over eight 
weeks, travelling over a thousand English miles, 
visiting twenty-five churches, giving forty-eight 
addresses, and confirming seventy-three men and 
women. Perhaps my chief general impression is 
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that, in spite of much obvious deadness, God is 
working throughout the diocese in unexpected 
ways, not limiting Himself to the lines of our 
praying or planning, but reminding us that He 
is ‘‘ Captain of the Lord’s host.’’ For instance, 
in the great Tahsien pastorate, as in the area 
round Futsunyi and in a smaller district east of 
Yiinanch’ang, there are large numbers of people 
who are, as it were, facing Godwards, and therefore 
provoking satanic ‘oposition. They are in urgent 
need of teaching and shepherding. But none of 
these movements is due to natural expansion from 
the older city churches, which, I fear, are not in 
a position to appreciate the need or the opportunity. 

There are individual exceptions. Mr. Hsie, the 
Commissioner of Customs at Wanhsien, continues 
both publicly and privately to witness for his Lord, 
- and we long to be able to strengthen our staff in 
that great city, to which refugees from down river 
are flocking in increasing numbers. They are ex- 
ceptionally friendly, and more open to the Gospel 
than the average Szechwanese. should be 
ashamed in any way to disparage my Szechwan 
= friends, but I do think the soil is harder here than 
in many other provinces. If a materialistic out- 
look is characteristic of the (Chinese, then the 
Szechwanese must be particularly true to type! 
While I am referring to Wanhsien, I should lke 
to ask prayer in reference to a number of possi- 
bilities there. We long to establish a strong 
evangelistic centre on a strategic site; we seem to 
have guidance to build a new hospital there, as 
soon as war conditions permit; for vears we have 
been hoping that the foreign house might be moved | 
to another part of the city: and finally, the time 
seems to have come when a new church building 
should be erected on a site secured for the purpose 
many years ago. The Vestry is launching an am-— 
bitious scheme. Oh! that it may he begun, con- 
tinued and ended under God’s direction ! “We have 
Christians in Szechwan not unlike some in the 
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West, who seem to imagine that while we need the 
blessing of God in “‘ spiritual ’’ work, He leaves us 
to our own devices in the matter of raising money ! 
~ Another very clear impression is that two of the 
_ chief obstacles. to progress twenty or thirty years 
ago are still powerful to-day, viz., idolatry and 
epium. Idolatry.in various forms has the strongest 
possible hold, and not only amongst uneducated 
people, and the ravages of opium and its derivatives 
are obvious to the most casual observer. In both 
these respects some other provinces are well in 
-advance of Szechwan. . I travelled by steamer from 
Fengkieh to Wanhsien, with 120 members.of an 
Officers’ Training Corps from down river. Fengkieh 
disgusted them. ‘‘ Why,’’ they said, ‘‘ nearly 
everyone seemed to be an opium smoker!’ A 
riverside shrine—far too ordinary a sight to excite 
our interest—amused them immensely. ‘‘ Do you 
still have that sort of thing up here?’’ they said! 
I ought to add that there are hopeful signs in 
Fengkieh. The large church has been filled o 
several Sunday afternoons for evangelistic services, 
and the coming of Mr. Snow and. Mr. Harper has 
encouraged the dwindling Christian community. 
' Undoubtedly the outstanding event of the last 
few months has been the visit of the Rev. Marcus 
Cheng. Happily he is still with us, spending the 
summer with his wife and three daughters at the 
Kaihsien hill station. He will be holding meetings 
.at Wanhsien and Kaihsien in September (D.V.) 
and if conditions make it difficult for him to return 
to Hankow in October, we hope to arrange meet- 
ings at Tahsien, Kwangan, and either Chihsien or 
Tachu. There was blessing at Liangshan, Nan- 
chung and Paoning. Mr. Cheng is full of faith 
and power. His sympathy and sincerity strengthen 
the appeal of his direct, powerful preaching. The 
Rev. David Hsii of Liangshan, writing nearly three 
months after the meetings there, says, ‘‘ The 
numbers at our prayer meeting. on Friday after- 
noon, both men and women, were unusually large, 
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and the church was full on Sunday. We truly 
thank the Lord that since the revival meetings, 
our church in Liangshan has been renewed.”’ ‘‘My 
boy (aged 18) has been entirely different since the 
Liangshan meetings,’’, said Mr. Wang Teh-shi, 
the T’ienkiang evangelist, ‘‘I do not fear his gvoing 
into business now, for he has his feet on the Rock. 
Previously he was often glum and unhelpful at 
home, but now he is ready to do anything, and 
wants to witness for the Lord outside.’’ 

Mr. Cheng himself was encouraged by what lie 


has seen of the work. Several times he said to me:

‘* You ought to be a very happy man.’’ So I am, 


of course, and we are none theless cheered. because 


we know there are problems of which Mr. Cheng 


could hardly be cognizant. He has seen iffen and 


women in all these places responding to the 
message, and I believe the work has been real and 


_ deep. It is our business, who know more of them 


than Mr. Cheng can do, to rejoice in every evidence 
of God’s working in their hearts, and, without 
being blind to their frailties and failures, to refrain | 
from hasty judgments. We can never be satisfied 
with anything less than conformity to the image 


.of God’s Son, but if we consider ourselves, we shall 


seek by patient love and compassion to strengthen 


their hands in Him. 


I cannot refer in detail to the Nanehung and 
Paoning meetings. The Paoning Committee found 
itself with wholly inadequate financial resources, 
but instead of making despairing appeals for funds 


from foreign sources, its members were led to look 


to God for supplies, and His answer far exceeded 
their expectations. For them, the experience of 
proving God’s faithfulness was as great a blessing 
as the meetings themselves! 

You may remember that I asked very special 
prayer for the Conference for Chinese Leaders to 
be held on July 8th—18th. It was a sort. of cul- 
mination of Mr. Cheng’s other meetings. Fifty- 


seven (thirty-eight men and_ nineteen women) 
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gathered with us on the hill side of Chiu-p’an-si 
(Nine Plate Temple), twenty miles from Chiihsien. 
I believe it would be no exaggeration’ to’ say that 
the glory of the Lord was revealed to most of us. 
It has been my prayer for more than a year that 
a band of men and women, whose hearts God has | 
touched, might be raised up to work for Him in 
this diocese. At the thanksgiving meeting on the 
last night of the Conference, I felt that that prayer 
was being answered. 

Quite apart from the meetings themselves, the — 
value of such a gathering in affording opportunities 
for fellow ship together and personal communion | 
with God is inestimable. One serious difficulty 

* was that of accommodation. The central room and 
the verandah of our new bungalow were our meet- 
ing place, but the men had to be housed in a damp, 
and only semi-renovated, inn. I have a dream of 
an inexpensive Conference Hall and Hostel to be 
erected, if God so leads, before ‘next summer. 
Nine-Plate-Temple might then be an Kastern 

Szechwan Keswick. 

In the autumn, my wife and I hope to visit 
Paoning and other centres in the west and north. 
If the Rev. W. H. Aldis visits China, we hope to 
arrange a conference for missionaries in October 
or November. It would be wonderful to have him 
with - us as the Lord’s messenger.

STATION NOTES. 
Day 1. (Paoning). 


Pastor Marcus OUheng came here in June. More_ 
than two hundred people came in from the country 
churches, and many were deeply blessed. The 
nightly group meetings for testimony on various 
aspects of the Christian life and experience brought | 
workers into close touch with the need of those in | : 
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| their group. Repairs to the cathedral, under the — 


supervision of Mr. Robert, are almost completed. 
| anishan. The spring crops were good, and 
there is the prospect of a good rice harvest. ‘Some 
of the children have returned to Tanishan to help 
with harvesting and silkworm culture ; the rest 
look forward to returning there in the early 
autumn. Miss Wang Hsin-chen, who has been 
assisting in the orphanage work for a few years, 
_ hopes shortly to enter a Bible School in preparation 
for full time evangelistic work. | 


Day 3. lung. 

Mr. Liu Yuin-shu has bse appointed to work 
here. Repairs, made: necessary by Communist 
occupation of the place, are now being undertaken, 
and it was hoped that the small Christian com- 
munity would be able to meet in the new church 


during August. 


Day 4. Kwangyuan. 

Visits have recently been paid to Chenbus by 
both Chinese workers and missionaries. There is 
a good group of women there who appreciate being 
taught. Permission has recently been given to 
visit the prison, and visits are paid weekly. Please 
pray for this work. One or two women seem 
interested. 


Day 5. Pachung,. 

Contact has been made, and is being maintained, 
with a number of leading men in the city, many 
of whom show no little interest in the Gospel. The 
Postmaster is very keen, and both he and the Chief 
of Police have asked for baptism. Many visits have 
been .paid to country churches, but the need is” 
great and difficulties many. Banditry is very 
prevalent, and this is adding to the difficulties of 
country visitation. Six women were baptised at 
Easter. Several wives of officials in the city attend 
Sunday services. The Sunday School has grown 
in size from twenty-five scholars to over one 


hundred, and .teachers have been added. Prison. 
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work is maintained, and results are encouraging. 
The Prison Governor, who is a Christian, has set 
aside a room as a chapel, where services are held. 
Day 6. Nanpu. 

The most recent encouraging feature of the work 
has been the commencement of a Bible Class for 
young educated Christian men and women. Pastor 
Ren conducts this class: please remember him in 
prayer. Between seventy and eighty attended 
Pastor Cheng’s meetings in Paoning; prayer would 
be valued that those who were then blessed may 
follow on to know the Lord. 

Futsunyi. A Training Class for voluntary leaders 
was held for six days during April. Seventeen 
men from the Nanpu and Futsunyi outstations 
attended. In June special classes for four days 
were held for newcomers. The classes were 
attended by about thirty men and women, almost 
all of whom have started coming to services during 
the last six or eight months. Please pray for these 
people, who are showing a real interest in the 
Gospel. 

A very successful Bible School for women was 
held when the average attendance both morning 
and afternoon was fifty-seven. Miss Lii of Tahsien, 
came to give the Bible readings. Miss Warren has 
recently visited five of the outstations; she was 
encouraged at one place where nineteen were pre- 
pared to be received as enquirers. 

Chowkow.. Pastor Wang Kong-ai has recently 
taken over responsibility for the work in this 
centre. Please pray for him, for there has recently 
been much opposition to the Gospel. Pray also 
for the preaching hall which is again to be opened 
in the county town of P’engan, which is two miles 
from Chowkow. So far, there are no Christians in 
this city. 
Day 8. Nanchung. 

On Whit-Sunday, six men and nine women were 


- received as candidates for baptism, one of the men 
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being the direct result of the preaching hall work 
which Pastor John Wang carries on regularly and 
faithfully. The others were brought in by church 
members. Miss Schréder has succeeded in opening 
preaching places in two large markets, Long-Men- 
Ch’ang, about eight miles to the north, and Li-Tu, 
twenty miles to the south, of Nanchung. There 
has recently been much encouragement in two or 
three other country places. Please pray for these 
people who have recently come to know the Lord. 
The meetings conducted by the Rev. Marcus Cheng 
resulted in real reviving, and many testified to 


blessing received. The city of Nanchung is large | 


and busy, and the population of the county is about 
a million ; the Christians and enquirers number 
only a few hundreds, Truly there is very much 
land to be posseased. 


Pastor Wang Kong-ai has recently left for 
Chowkow, and Pastor Chang Hsiao-vii and Mr. 
Phillips are now responsible for the work in this 
centre. Please pray especially for the autumn 
work, whether in the city or in the country. The 
city church is very small, and we long for more 
conversions. There has recently been some oppo- 
sition in the market of Wuchiach’ang. Pray that 
_— who know the Lord there may be kept for 

im 


Please pray especially for the men’s work in ibis: 
city, which is disappointing. There has been en-. 
couragement in work amongst women. During 
July, Mr. Iliff held a small camp for boys at the 
Tachu-Chihsien hill resort. Visits are paid to the 
prison every Friday morning. Pray that some who 
hear the Word may be truly converted. 


Day 14. Tahsien. | 

In the spring, Bishop Houghton spent about a 
month visiting the various churches in this pastor- 
ate. Easter was spent at San-Ch’ing-Miao where — 
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twenty-six were confirmed, and thirty attended the 
first service of Holy Communion ever held there. 
Sad to say, this was followed by an adverse ex- 
perience, when the arrival of a heathen anti-opium 
doctor proved that the vice was not put away as 
the believers had professed. About twenty pro- 
fessing believers (mostly not baptized) were badly 
poisoned by this man’s ‘‘ remedy,’’ and two died; 
this judgment of God seems to have made the 
people realize the futility of trying to deceive Him. 
The visit of Miss Mary Cheng (a teacher of the 
-Kiangwan Women’s Bible Institute, Shanghai) 

was rather unexpected, but though there was not 
much time for preparation, the meetings which she — 
held were well attended, and there was real bless- 
ing. <A class has been started for young women 
who were brought to decision at these meetings, 
and also for ‘‘ old girls ”’ of the school which once 
flourished here. At Kaikiang there has been en- 
couragement. A woman called Mrs. Chang be- 
lieved, publicly burnt her idols, and opened her 
home to the Gospel; so that. there has been regular 
preaching there ever since. A preaching shop has 
also been rented at P’u-An-Ch’ang, a large market — 
two miles from Kaikiang, and at both these places, 
both men and women believers have been giving 


voluntary help. 


Day 16. Liangshan. 

The most important event in the first half of 
1938 was the revival meetings, held by Pastor 
Marcus Cheng. There is much cause to thank God 
for all that has been seen in the deepening of 
spiritual life in many of the church members. 
Nearly a hundred names were given in by those 
who wished to accept Christ as Saviour. These 
revival meetings came in the middle of a threé-— 
months’ Bible School for women, held from April 
to June. The women came from T’ lenkiang and 
from Liangshan outstations and, including those 
from the city, there were over thirty names on the 
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register. The work of the Sunday Schools still 
. gives cause for encouragement. When the one for 
children connected with the church or Girls’ School 
is over, the teachers: help in four other Sunday 
Schools in. different parts of the city. The largest 
of these Sub-Schools is at the Children’s Famine 
Refuge, where fhere are about two hundred 
children. | 

T’ienkiang. During the months of May and 
June, two members of the Women’s Evangelistic 
Band gave very valuable help in the work here, and 
the Church was much encouraged. Regular visit- 
ing was done, and daily Bible teaching was given. 
Permission was also obtained to work in the prison, 
‘and in the Home for Children and Old People 
belonging to the city. | 
Day 18. Wanhsien. 

Pastor Marcus Cheng was due to conduct a series 
of special meetings here from September 11th— 
18th. Please pray that new hfe may come in such 
measure to the church that every member may 
become active in the Lord’s service. Contacts are 
numerous with different classes of people, including 
refugees from other provinces. Recently a young 
fellow of under twenty was baptized. He has 
already ‘‘ faced the music ”’ in his home on account 
of his acceptance of the Gospel, and needs prayer 
‘that he may be strengthened to go forward. The 
elass for wives of educated men of the city has 
brought workers into touch with over fifty persons, 

_ though the weekly attendance has never been large. 
‘Sunday services have been well attended, but it 
would be encouraging to see greater regularity of 
attendance on the part of church members. 

Day 19. Fengkieh, 

‘Recently a week’s meetings were conducted by 
“Miss Chen-Meivin and Miss Wang En-tien, and 
these ‘were not without fruit. Please pray for 
those who were helped then. It is a disappointment | 
that notie have’ been qualified for baptism so far 
‘this year, though there have been one or two bap- 
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tized at Yiinanch’ang and Nanchi. Workers have 
recently visited the churches in this district. Now 
that Mr. and Mrs. Derbyshire have gone on fur- 
lough: the need for. workers is all the greater. 

Day 23. Mienyang. 

The visit of the Misses Liao, Liu, and Pi, the 
three down river evangelists, to Mieny ang, was 
attended with much blessing to the Church and 
School. The church was crowded daily with people 
who had largely been brought to the meetings. 
through the instrumentality of the Christians. 
Many of the latter gave themselves afresh to God, 
and a number of non-Christians gave in their- 
names as being desirous of entering a ‘“* Hearers’ 
Class.’’ The Prayer Meeting and the Bible Class. 
held at Mienyang since have been full of spiritual 
life and power. 

(Translation of notes sent by Deaconess Chow 
who works there) :— 

“€The Anhsien Church has been established over 
40 years and while the Westerners were there, 
there was a prosperous work, and many came to 
worship. With the retirement of the foreigners, 
the work has decreased and many of the Church- 
members have backslidden. The proximity of the 
Reds three years ago was another factor in disinte-- 
grating the Church. At ‘that time most of the 
members were old and very féw young peéple were 
being added. Lack of ‘the right leadership was: 
responsible for this. With the coming of Deaconess: 
Stewart this year, fresh hope came to the Church,. 
but now she has gone on furlough. At present 
there is a down-river lady evangelist of the name 
of Chiang working there aid she is daily having: 
Bible readings and prayer with the Christians. 
Some of them are confessing their sins and making 
restitution of money wrongly appropriated. We 
cannot but be profoundly thankful to the Lord 
for this. Will every fellow-believer in the Lord 
please pray very ear nestly for this Church. aS : 
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Day 25. Mienchuhsien. 

An impressive farewell meeting was held for Dr. 
and Mrs. Lechler in the Hospital on May 27th, 
when a representative gathering of officials, local 
gentry, tradespeople, and farmers came to bid 
them good-bye. The esteem in which Dr. and Mrs. 
Lechler were held by one and all was very marked,. 
as was the helpful, spiritual tone of the meeting. 

The Tuesday-night evangelistic service has 
suffered from the opening of a nearby cinema, 
which draws large crowds every evening. There 
has been a steady church work going on, however, 
under the leadership of the Rev. F. Lin. The 
coming of three down-river lady evangelists a fort- 
night ago for a six-days’ mission revealed the fact 
that God had been preparing many people for the 
message which He had to give through His 
servants. Many Christians, including some from 
the rural churches around Mienchu, got a deeper 
experience of Christ, and some for the first time 
entered into a living faith in Him. The meetings © 
which these three Chinese ladies conducted in the 
Hospital afterwards were also greatly blessed by 


God. 


ee very helpful Tent Campaigns have been con- 
ducted under the leadership of Archdeacon and 
Mrs. Donnithorne at Hsin-Si-Cheng and Liang- 
Shan. At the latter place, especially, large crowds 
gathered to hear the Gospel, and there were a 
number of conversions, including that of a Buddhist 
monk. Starting May 19th, a week’s Bible School 
was held for Bible-women and other Christian — 
women who had come by special invitation. The 
three down-river lady evangelists took a leading 
part in this, and their ministry resulted in new 
life, joy and power to many who attended. 


The bay ‘HL. EK. Keo writes very encouragingly 
about the rural work at Sintu. The Rev. S.. 
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N. Tuan, who was appointed by Synod to get 
in touch with the officials who are engaged here 
in the ‘‘Experimental Centre’ work, has succeeded 
in doing this, but finds it very difficult to get these 
men along to any form of religious discussion class 
or Sunday. service. They are all exceptionally busy 
men, and Sunday is one of their busiest days. 


Day 29. Ghongchiang. 
Miss M. Armfield has been poorly again and 
after attending the Bible School at Hanchow, 


returned to Mienchu for rest. ‘The Rev. P. N.

Chang has been giving unstinted labour to the 
farming people around Chongchiang and in this 
has been greatly helped by Mr. Chiang who was 
appointed to Chongchiang by Synod last January. 


Day 30. Chengtu. 

During the week after Easter a special mission 
was held in connection with St. John’s Church. 
“The building was packed every evening for a week 
while Miss Wang, a visitor from down river, ex- 
plained with simplicity and directness and a wealth 
of appropriate illustrations the Gospel of Christ. 
In order to follow up these meetings, a regular © 
weekly service of Bible exposition has been started, 
and has been very well attended. 

Refugees from down river continue to pour into 
Chengtu, thereby increasing both our opportunities 
and our responsibilities. The church is crowded on 
Sunday mornings and we shall soon have to face 
seriously the question of enlarging the building. 
_ In order to free Mr. Sargent and enable him 
to give more time to his work at the Middle School, 
he has been relieved of his duties in connection 
with the city church. Mr. Lutley has been 
appointed as Vicar in his place and will take up 
his duties after the summer. 

The appointment of Dr. H. G. Anderson as 
ig dosing to C.M.S., Salisbury Square, will mean 

a great loss to the West China Union University 
and the C. M.S. Mission in West China. Both he 
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and Mrs. Anderson have made a most valuable 
contribution to the work out here and to the life 
of the community. 

Bishop Song left for Chungking on July ‘9th, 
and expects to be away for a month, during "which 
time he will be taking special meetings among 
students at the Y.M.C.A. He has been appointed 
one of the delegates to the International Missionary 
Council Meeting at Tembarant, ‘Madras, ‘Becem- 


ber. 


Miss Christensen, through whose missions in 
East Szechwan God has already brought conviction 
and revival to many churches, is visiting West 
Szechwan this autumn. Her proposed itinerary was. 
as follows
